THIS PARTIAL TERMINATION OF SECURITY AGREEMENT, dated as of
March %] , 1992, by The First National Bank of Boston, a
national banking association, (the "Bank"), for the benefit of
Helm Financial Corporation, a California corporation ("Helnm").

1. Recitals. Helm owns sixty-five railcars bearing
American Association of Railroad Designation Numbers as listed on
Exhibit A attached hereto (the "Units"). Helm has granted a
blanket security interest in all of its assets now owned or
hereafter acquired (the "Collateral"), to the Bank upon the terms
and conditions provided in that certain Security Agreement, dated
